f raphio Laboratory on 2 January 19*5, in Mr. Friedman 1 * office, the 
olloving plan vae decided upon* 

a. The photographic historical coverage will be divided into 
tvo partes 

(1) A notion picture in 16am Kodaehrome classified not 
higher than 81CBST, to shov and describe the outside 
Of all buildings' and areas and be an introduction to 
the entire subject, and* 

(2) A film strip will be prepared to cover all interior 
operations. The fllw strip appears to be wore prac- 
ticable, because of the fact that still photographs 
could be wade of operations without causing any 
Appreciable curtailment thereof , Furthermore, it 
vould require a cryptographic clearance of fever 
Army Pictorial Service personnel. 

b. Every effort will be madid to use photographers and a 
retouch artist from Signal Security Branch for the preparation of the 
film strip frame cards, in order to avoid the necessity of. obtaining 
clearance a of equivalent Army Pictorial Service personnel* 

• <S, The A rmf jjjftwUl Be*vio. rfh 
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the fewest number of personnel vhieh must bo cleared in o rder to 
photograph and process tho film strip and record end process the 
sound records. These sound records vill be mode on acetate at the 
Signal Corps Photographic Laboratory and thereby prevent this material 
fro a getting into civilian hands in commercial establishments* 

d* The following eteps vill be taken to accomplish the film 
strip and motion picture coverage! 

(1) Army Pictorial Service vill obtain cryptographic 
clearance forms* have them filled out by the per- 
sonnel vho handle the film strip processing* and 
have them delivered to Mr. Friedman* vho vill In- 
sure as prompt clearance as possible. 

(2) Hr. Friedmann and Captain Furlnton vill outline in 
detail the px eposed coverage required for the film 



strip and motion picture. Captain Furlnton vill 
arrange to evaluate the excellence of the photo- 
graphic personnel at the Signal Security Branch, 
and vill arrange to have th» retouch artist trained 
at the Signal Corps Photographic Laboratory, 
hr. Friedman and Captain Furlnton vill arrange to 
make the necessary still photography and vill vrite 
and record the narration to accompany same.

(?) As soon as it Is determined vhat material vill be 
incorporated in the motion picture film* hr. 

Friedman vill contact Captain Barker vho vill ar- 
range to have a vriter sent to hr. Friedman's 
office to prepare "the scenario for this motion 
picture. Actual photography on the motion picture 
vill be delayed until spring in order to obtain 
the best possible pictures of the exterior of the 
installations. Both still and motion picture 
photography vill be under the direction of Captain 
Furlnton of the Signal Corps Photographic Laboratory* 

2. The Army Pictorial Service vill cooperate in every way vith th

Arrangements have been made with. Army Pictorial Service 
regarding the preparation under Mr. Friedman* s direction of 
a pictorial record of the local SSA installations and activities 
for historical purposes. It vlll consist of motion pictures 
of outside buildings and areas and film strips with accom- 
panying sound records of interior operations. 

The number of photographic technicians used for this pur- 
pose will be kept to a minimum and each will be carefully 
checked for security purposes and have the regular crypto- 
graphic clearance before admittance to SSA or participation 
In the technical work in any vay. Only two copies of the 
material will be made* one to be kept here and the other else- 
vhere for safeguard against destruction by fire. 

A similar program is being undertaken by SID Etousa and 
other signal intelligence units , with similar precautions. 

These latter will cover Corps and Army Radio Intelligence 
activities as veil, and vlll be integrated vith the SSA pro- 
ject* so far as practicable. 

Thus it is hoped that a complete* accurate* factual* 
but nevertheless highly interesting record of the entire 
signal intelligence operations of the TJ. S. Army during the 
present war vill result. Such a record should be very 
valuable for historical as veil as training purposes. 
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
